WASHINGTON—The third 
step in the Army’s four-step 
program of converting en- 
listed grade insignia from 


' what they were before 1 July 


1958 to what they will be 
after 1 July 1962 is underway 
with the distribution to all in- 
stallations of the new, larger 
insignia for Specialists 4 and 
Specialists 5. 

Conversion from the small Sp4 
and Sp5 insignia to the large size 
was delayed, under the provisions 
of AR 670-5, paragraph 130b, until 
1 Oct. 1960 in order that supplies 
of the old insignia be used up. 

Quartermaster officials gay that 
stocks of the old insignia are now 
down, that the new Sp4 and Sp5 
insignia have been distributed to 
all major installations and that 
issue of the new insignia has begun. 

Between now and 1 Oct. 1961 all 
Sp4s and Sp5s will be required to 
change from the old insignia to 
the new. Issue of the new insignia 
will be free, not only to newly 
promoted specialists but also to 
those who must replece small in- 
Signia they already have. This is 
in accordance with Army messages 
and the provisions of AR 1700- 
8400-1. 

The four-step insignia of enlisted 
grade conversion program is now 
half complete. It began with the

Face Status ‘Loss’ 


WASHINGTON—Nearly 200 of- 
ficers in Army aviation will be sus- 
pended from flying status by board 
action by next 1 July, it was re- 
ported this week as the Army 
struggled to keep within limits 
imposed on it by the Department 
of Defense. There is also a school 
program stretchout. 

Twenty-five officers already have 
been notified of their indefinite 
suspension from flying status effec- 
tive at the end of December and 


approximately 150 other fully qual- | 


ified aviators\will be suspended in 
monthly increments during the pe- 
riod of March 1961 through June 
1961. Flight status review boards 
have been reconvened to accom- 
plish next year’s reductions. 

The Defense Department, as a 
result of congressional action, im- 
posed limits on the number of 
rated officers and warrant officers 


that the Army could have on flight 
status in the period 1 January 
through 31 June next year. The 
ceiling was set at 6438. 

This was despite the fact that 
the Army’s basic requirement for 
aviators during this fiscal year is 
6980. Before the DOD limitations, 
June 1961 forecast strength toward 
this basic requirement has been 
announced as 6800. 

The Army said its actions to 
|comply with the ceiling are being 
accomplished in three phases. 
They were listed as follows: 

1. Readjustment of the. training 
curriculum to delay aeronautical 
rating of student aviators until 
completion of the instrument phase 
of initial flight training.

WASHINGTON — _  Approxi- 
mately 600 EM in 15 skill levels 
in six MOSs will start drawing 
P-2 pay this month, the Army an- 
nounced this week. At the same 
time, it set requalification scores 
for about another 600 men now 
drawing P-1 and these men 
will have to have scored above the 
minimum to keep it. 

Some 2300 men now have been 
awarded the P-2 pay of an extra 
$60 a month. MOSs where P-2 
pay may be awarded by command- 
ers this month follow:

Kin Cutback

WASHINGTON — Army 
troops will get the word by 
15 December on just how 
President Eisenhower’s edict 
ordering a cutback in gold- 
dollar dependents overseas 
will affect them. Meanwhile, 
it appeared that terms of men 
sent to long-tour areas over- 
seas will be shortened, prob- 
ably to 18 or 24 months.

Gates promised in a memorandum

WASHINGTON — A sweeping 
Department of Defense directive 
banning the purchase of foreign 
goods, including liquor and beer, 
by non-appropriated fund activities 
in all U.S. military services world- 
wide went into effect this week. 

The order, issued in the battle 
to keep gold dollars in American 
hands, was so broad that it applied 
not only to bases overseas but to 
all such activities in the United 
States.. Unless the order is 
changed, foreign liquors and beers 
probably will disappear from all 
officer and NCO open messes, once 
current stocks are exhausted. 

The order applies not only to 
service clubs but to all: activities 
such as commissaries and PXs. 

There was no accurate estimate 
of how many dollars the order, 
effective 1 December, will save.

millions last year on foreign pur- 
chases. 

The DOD directive ordered: 

“The purchase of foreign goods 
by non-appropriated fund activi- 
ties related to the military ser- 
vices are (sic) prohibited world- 
wide effective 1 December. Excep- 
tions to this prohibition will be 
made only under the personal au- 
thorization of the Secretary or 
Deputy Secretary of Defense.” 

Underscored should be _ the 
words “worldwide” and the nota- 
tion that permission for any ex- 
ceptions must come from Wash- 
ington. Even food was included in 
the “buy-American” order. Until 
it ean be fully carried out, DOD 
said:

COMPTROLLER. RULES: 





Must Refund 


WASHINGTON — Servicemen 
must refund their reenlistment 
bonuses if they leave the service 
voluntarily or because of miscon- 
duct, the Comptroller General has 
decided. 

He was asked to rule on a num- 
ber of cases involving soldiers who 
were discharged via court martial 
but had their dischadfges later 
changed from “other than henor- 
able” to a general discharge. 

Army officials interpreted the 
change in type of disclarge to 
mean the soldier was entitled to 
keep his reup bonus. 

The Army asked for answers 
to three questions: 

(1) Should the bonus be repaid 
w'iere correction is made to change 
a discharge from other than honor- 
able to general, general under hon- 
orable conditions or honorable? 

(2) Is the bonus recoverable 
if an individual receives a general 
discharge initially of 
whether or net his records have 
been corrected by either Board? 

(3) When a discharge other than 
honorable is received as a result 
of court martial and it is later cor- 
rected to general or honorable does 
the member keep.his bonus? 

The Comptroller said regulations 
clearly require an individual to 
refund his bonus when he vol- 
untarily or as a result of his own 
misconduct does not complete the 
term of enlistment. for which the 
bonus was paid. . 

While the change in type of dis- 
charge may relieve members of 
the disabilities of undesirable dis- 
charges, the change does not de- 
troy the fact that their separation 
is a result of their own miscenduct, 
the Comptroller ruled. 

However, when records are cor- 
rected to show that the individual 
was not separated because of mis- 





conduct, refund of the bonus is 
not required, the Comptroller 
added.

ANOTHER ARMY MAN was told 
he had to repay money because he 
took 30 excess days leave and be- 
cause no deductions were made 
from his pay for a Class Q allot- 
ment to his wife. 
The man claimed the Army was 
wrong when it said he was over- 
paid $399 because his records were 
checked by various officials and 
no mistakes were found at the 
time he was in the Army. 
The Comptroller said it was un- 
fortunate that records at the Army 
base at the time of discharge did 
not correctly show the status of 
his leave account and Class Q al- 
lotment account so proper adjust- 
ments could have been made at 
that time. 
Although the mah received the 
overpayménts in good faith the 
Comptroller said this did not re- 
lieve him of legal liability for their 
refund. 
The Comptroller said courts have 
always held that persons recéiv- 
ing erroneous payments are bound 
to make refund.

THE PHILIPPINES are no long- 
er a United States territory and 
Filipino servicemen stationed there 
are entitled to foreign service pay, 
the Comptroller General has ruled.

Nurse Corps Needs Career

WASHINGTON—There is a serious shortage of nurses 
in the Army Nurse Corps. There are now some 32,000 nurses 
and only 11,000 are Regulars, which means that the corps 
is more than 50 percent shy of Regulars since 25,000 Reg-

WASHINGTON —The 
Army this week announced 
the names of 30 officers who 
have been selected for per- 
manent (RA) promotion to 
brigadier general, All those 
selected are currently serving 
as temporary general officers. 

Names of those selected appear 


in DA Circular 624-37, dated 22 
November. 


An analysis of the list shows 
that of the 29 Army List officers 
selected, the oldest is 53, the 
youngest 48. 


Selections were made from 
four year groups. Two officers 
are from year group 1931. Their 
selection assures them the oppor- 
tunity to remain on active duty 
for five more years. Had they not 
been selected, they would have 
been forced to retire on 31 July 
1961—or on the anniversary of 
their commissions in the Regular 
Army were they integrated offi- 
cers.

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Veterans’ Home Loan Terms Eased 


WASHINGTON—The government is making it easier 
for home builders and other sellers to offer easier terms 
to veterans. Whether any sellers do so will depend, ap- 
parently, on the degree of competition existing in local 


housing markets. 

The Veterans Administration 
has eliminated the requirement 
that veterans must pay the clos- 


ing costs when purchasing a 
home through a VA guaranteed 
mortgage loan. 

However, the prohibition 
against including in the loan 
an amount to pay closing costs 
is still retained in the regula- 
tion. 

The previous rule required 
builders or sellers to certify on 
the appraisal request that clos- 
ing costs and other prepaid 
items “have not and will not” be 
paid by them. Now, this pro- 


vision is out and those who want 
to sell a home to a veteran can 


pay the costs for him.

WHY SHOULD anyone want 
to pay such costs, amounting 
perhaps to several hundred dol- 
lars, for the veteran customer? 
VA officials feel some sellers 
may be willing to do so because 
of a sluggish housing market and 
a desire to make a sale. New 
houses, like last year’s “new” 
model cars, depreciate with the 
passing of time and the builders 
are anxious to recover their cap- 
ital to remain in business. 


This latest VA action re- 
moves one of the few remaining 
anti-inflationary restraints on 
the veterans home loan guaran- 
ty program. For some years, no 
down payment has been re- 
quired for VA mortgage loans, 
and the recent trend has found 
home builders offering compli- 
cated “deals” by which veter- 
ans short of cash could com- 
ply with the requirement that 
they pay the closing costs. 

If VA’s rule change does not 
provide a windfall for the vet- 
eran about to purchasé a home, 
it should at least make it pos- 
sible for the seller to offer his 
deals on simpler, more under- 
standable terms, officials feel. 

One way sellers have met the 
problem of closing costs has been 
to give the cash-shy veteran 


“work credit” for finishing por- 
tions of the home-building job 
left purposely uncompleted. For 
example, the veteran might be 
given the chore of painting the 
interior of his new home or put- 
ting in the landscaping, thus 
“earning” by his labor an 
amount required to pay closing 
costs. 

Another method is to defer 
closing the sale, while the vet- 
eran moves in and pays a high 
monthly “rental.” A portion of 
the monthly payments is set 
aside, by this method, until 
there is enough saved up for the 
veteran to pay the closing costs. 

Included among the usual 
closing costs are such items as 
title search, insurance, pre-paid 
taxes, recording and notary fees 
and the one-percent fee required 
by lenders in lieu of other fees.

HOUSEHOLD GOODS CLAIMS-1 





Simple Inventory Helps You 
In Claiming Loss or Damage 


By JIM PARKER 


OME TIME during his Army career, every married soldier eventually runs into the 


problem of the shipment 


of his household effects. 





Being old hands at this sort .of 
thing, the Army has procedures 
worked out so well that most of 
the time there is no problem at 
all—everything runs smoothly, the 
packers stow everything away with- 
out breaking the chinaware, the 
movers don’t break the legs off the 
end tables, and the shippers send 
your furniture to Timbuctoo only 
if you have been transferred there. 

When something does go wrong, 
however, the Army is ready to help. 

Under the Military Claims Act, 
the government insures soldiers 
against los§ or damage up to a 
limit of $6500—a figure that covers 
the value of most people’s house- 
hold effects. 

* 7” . 

THE CARRIER’S responsibility 
to you is also limited—he will pay 
maximum’s of 10¢ per pound for 
motor freight, 30c pe: pound for 
motor van shipment, and $50 per 
item while your effects are in non- 
temporary storage. These limits are 
purposely kept low to induce car- 
riers to handle government busi- 
ness at reasonable rates. 

To help you recover for dam- 
ages quickly, the Army suggests 
strongly that you keep a simple 
inventory of what you own.

Whether or not you use the form 
designed by Army Times, some 
sort of inventory record should be 
kept to help you in submitting a 
claim for lost or damaged items. 
The record should contain space to 
list your items and columns for 
notations on the year purchased, 
the cost price, and, in the case of 
furniture, the approximate weight 
of the item. If there is room, Army 
household goods spokesmen sug- 
gest a column for noting shipping 
carton or container numbers.

HERE’S HOW to go about filing 
a claim for damage or loss:

At the same time, you can make 
out your claim against the carrier, 
but you must sign over to the gov- 
ernment your right to whatever 
adjustment the carrier makes. This 
enables the government to make 
quick and just settlement of your 
claim to you while collection is 
being made from the mover. The 
same thing applies to whatever 
commercial insurance you may 
have on household effects, but 
more about this later. 

A claim investigating officer on 
your station then takes over, and 
will continue to do all the work 
on the matter for you until settle- 
ment of the claim. He checks the 
information on your claim, deter- 
mines whether repair is necessary 
and whether the estimates you 
turned in are reasonable. He sends 
your claim in for firal judgment 
by the Judge Advocate General's 
office, where the present value of 
the damaged or lost item is deter- 
mind from depreciation lists. 

Eventually you will get a gov- 
ernment check in settlement of 
your claim. If the carrier admits 

responsibility, you will also get a 

check from him, which you must 

endorse over to the government. 

In the rare instance where the 
carrier's settlement exceeds that 
of the government, you can file 
with the government to have the 
difference returned to you. 

Army officials do not recom- 
mend the procurement of commer- 
cial insurance on your household 
effects provided their value does 
not excee] the $6500 government 
insurance limit, They point out 
that your rights to collect this in- 
surance must be turned over to 
the government when you file your 
claim against the government and, 
for this reason, you may be pay- 
ing for protection you already have 
free, 

If, however, your household ef- 
fects have a value greater than 
$6500 and you want td cover the 
overage under commercial insur- 
ance, Army officials add a word 
of caution.

LET’S ASSUME that you have 
household goods with $10,000.

In order to completely cover 
your household effeets for their 
full value under commercial in- 
surance, you must pay for cover- 
age on the whole amount of 
evaluation.

The 
interviews have the ring of truth 
and, if rehearsed, do not appear to 
be. One of the mechanics explains 
that he learned his trade in the 
Army. 

The Army feels that the films 
will reach a wide high school audi- 
ence primarily because emphasis 
is on occupations and not on the 
Army. Career Reports, which deals 
with careers not requiring college 
study, is designed to plug a gap in 
the average high school vocational 
guidance program. 

“Scholastic Teacher,” a magazine 
widely read by high school teach- 
ers, described “Career Reports” 
this way: “These are NOT propa- 
ganda films in*favor of joining the 
Army, but are _ well-thought-out, 
carefully researched documen; 
taries.” 

No recruiting sergeant is pres 
ent when the films are shown, 
There is no “salesman” involved; 
The Army is hoping the somewhat 
novel recruiting scheme will pay 
off.

House Backs GAO, Holds 
M-48 Tanks Still Faulty 


By GENE FAMIGLIETTI 


WASHINGTON—A special House Armed Services sub-| 


committee has issued a report backing Government Account- 
ing Office charges that the Army has bought tanks and tac- 
tical vehicles with serious combat deficiencies. 

The GAO charged in a report to Congress in May 1960 
that the Army purchased nearly 19,000 combat and tactical 
vehicles — valued at $1.6 billion — which had serious de- 
ficiencies, particularly in the engine, transmission, track and 





suspension systems. 


The fiscal watchdog agency also 
said that despite modifications at 
a cost of about $130 million the 
vehicles “still contain serious de- 
ficiencies in the same areas.” 

In hearings on the GAO report, 
the Army was critical of account- 
ing agency’s statistics. Secretary 
of the Army Wilber M. Brucker 
said of the charges of vehicle 
feilures: “. . . a conglomerate of 
minutae ... a mere numbers 
game... that is not significant to 
anything. . . .” 

The main point of dispute be- 
tween the Army and the GAO 
seems to be that the Army does 
not consider many of the vehicle 
breakdewns as disabling. 


The Army describes a disabling 
failure as “the kind of failure that 
would prevent the tank from fight- 
ing. In other words, with this kind 
of failure, the tank could no longer 
move, shoot, lay its main arma- 
ment or accomplish its mis- 
sion... .”

WHILE THE GAO report was 
critical of procurement of nine 
vehicles the subcommittee says it 
“began by considering the M-48 
and M-48A1 medium tanks, inas- 
much as these vehicles represent 
in volume, about one-half of the 
total procurement of the nine ve- 
hicles mentioned in the report, 
and also because the medium tank 
is considered the ‘workhorse’ of 
the Army.” 

The subcommittee observed that 
the Army had testified without 
qualification that the M-48 tank 
series “is a good fightable tank.” 
But the House group notes: “We 
are constrained to view the overall 
picture through glasses that are 
not so rosy and to beleive that 
certain qualifications must be 
made before this can be viewed as 
a completely acceptable position.” 

The subcommittee reported 
that GAO found it impractical to 
determine approximate cost for 
modification from Army and 
contractor records. But the GAO 
said that contractor records in- 
dicated that cost for modifying 

2000 M-48 tanks amounted to 

$12,000 per vehicle. 

GAO admitted it found it im 
-possible to determine costs at 
other locations involved in the 
modifications. 

The Army testified that the 
“cost of 231,001 (modification) 
kits procured from the vehicle 
producers and the cost of kit ap- 
plication by contractors is reflect- 
ed accurately in Army records as 
$65,833,825.” The cost for applica- 
tion by military and civilian tech-

nicians is estimated at an addition- 
al $10,050,000. GAO estimates that 
the total cost of modifications on 
the M-48 series is in excess of 
$100 million.

THE SUBCOMMITTEE said 
that the Army claims that its 
tanks need overhauls only at 2000- 
mile intervals and the current 
goal is 4000 miles without a major 
overhaul. However, the House 
group insists the Army has offered 
no data to prove these statements. 
The report also indicated some 
displeasure that manufacturers of 
“off-the-road equipment” — trac- 
tors, earthmovers, goertype ve- 
hicles had little to do with the 
tank program. The subcommittee 
asked: “Where are the ‘off the 
road equipment’ manufacturers in 
this picture?” 
In a poin-by point analysis, the 
subcommittee was critical of the 
M-48’s cruising range, the com- 
mander’s cupola, a weakness in 
the suspension system and a range 
finder. 
Commenting on tests at Aber- 
deen Proving Ground the M-48Al1 
was found to be capable of operat- 
ing only 54 miles on 190 gallons 
of gasoline. 

This test reflected 18 hours of 
operation and was divided into 40 
percent cross country, 20 percent 
gravel. road and 40 percent idle. 
With a fuel capacity of 190 gallons, 
the M-48Al tanks were found cap- 
able of operating only 7.5 hours 
and 54 miles under these condi- 
tions. 

To surmount this problem, the 
fuel capacity of the tanks was 
increased by 200 gallons. 

“While awaiting the replace- 
ment of the M-48 series tank 
with the new diesel-engined M- 
60, the Army and the Marine 
Corps remain saddled with a 
short-ranged vehicle and the 
fuel supply problems attendant 
thereto,” the report says. “Add- 
ing more capacity to the tanks 
did little to selve the overall 
problem of supply. It merely 
made it possible for the tanks to 
need refueling less frequently. 
The total amount of fuel needed 
for operation remains the same.” 
The commander’s cupola, located 

or top of the turret, is the posi- 
tion where the tank commander 
performs his duties and issues 
orders. It is the nerve center of 
the tank. The M-1 cupola was first 
used on the M-48s. 

In February 1957, the Armor 
Board at Fort Knox gave this re- 
port on the M-1 cupola: 

@ It was not suitable for 
Army use. 

@ There are inherent design 
deficiencies, not correctable by 
modification, and 

@ The cupcla would be con- 
sidered an interim item. 

Consequently COMARC recom- 
mended M-1 cupolas be modified.

THE REPORT says that mem- 
bers of the subcommittee inter- 
viewed tank crews and found them 
unanimous in their judgment that 
the cupola was so small that it was 
almost impossible to use the .50 
caliber machine gun mounted in it.

NORFOLK, Va.— The Army 
chief of staff said that defi- 
eencies in tanks pointed out by 
the General Accounting Office 
“are not serious to the point 
where tanks are not service- 
able.”

no unsatisfactory equipment re- 
ports on the modified cupola were 
received from the field. 

Tankers also told the subcom- 
mittee that the machine gun often 
jammed; it was difficult to reload 
because the cupola was so small, 
and that lack of space made it 
necessary to alter the ammunition 
feed box from 105 rounds to 50 
rounds. 

In the M-60, the Army has in- 
stalled a larger cupola with a .50 
caliber machine gun which does 
not project into the cupola as far 
as the one in many M-48s. 

The legislators said that a weak- 
ness in the M-48 series suspension 
system has also been reported. A 
deficiency in the “compensating 
idler spindle, causes the tracks to 
fall off in rough terrain when the 
spindle becomes loose and breaks. 

Original tests at Fort Knox and 
Aberdeen had reported this weak- 
ness. 

“Army documents, presented by 
the GAO,” the subcommittee re- 
port maintains, “indicated that the 
spindle deficiency was critical in 
1955 and 1956.” 

In 1957, U.S. Forces in Europe 
found it necessary to weld the 
spindles te the tank hull. They 

also said that this fault was re- 
duced by cutting down on the 
time the tank was used, re- 
stricting them to off the read 
operations, and improved pre- 
ventive maintenance. 

Baed on this and other field re- 
ports, the Ordnance Tank-Automo- 
tive Command “programmed a 
complete modification of these 
tanks (M-48A1) at a cost of over 
$56 million. This was later reduced 
to about $11 million... .” 

The House Armed Services sub- 
committee observed that although 
the Army “has acknowledged the 
validity of the (GAO) documents,” 
the Army has taken the position 
that these documents were “mis- 
interpreted,” that the statements 
in them were those of junior 
offieers or officers “prone to ex- 
aggeration” or that many of the 
corrections requested by users 
were of the “nice-to-have variety 
but not necessary.”

lem for several years at Fort 
Bragg, N.C., will screen out ap- 
proximately two-thirds of the vol- 
unteers for Special Forces who 
do not have the necessary psycho- 
logical make-up for that type of 
duty, it was claimed. 

This reduction in the number 
of volunteers at the outset, the 
Army feels, will result in sizable 
savings. Not only will it elimi- 
nate long weeks of strenuous (for 
the volunteer) and expensive (for 
the Army) training, but it will 
make the job of picking men for 
special forces duty much easier. 

What makes a good guerrilla 
leader? He may have to find and 
cook rattlesnake meat if that’s the 
only good food available. He may 
have to silently eliminate an 
enemy, blow up bridges, dams or 
a railroad behind enemy lines. He 
must be able to walk 100 miles or 
more with a full pack and only 
short rests, and to recruit native 
help without even knowing their 
language. He-.must be an author- 
ity on practically every type of 
small arms known to man. 

This, and the fact that he must 
be at one time a diplomat, teach- 
er, salesman and organizer, is a 
big order.

SEARCHING FOR the _ best 
method of picking out likely spe- 
cial forces soldiers, the director 
of special warfare in late 1956 
requested help on the problem 
from Army research psychologists. 
A team of psychologists was sent 
to Bragg, where they first studied 
the qualifications necessary for 
guerrilla leaders. Then they went 
into the field with trainees in order 
to acquire first-hand knowledge of 
the tasks of a guerrilla operator. 
Finally, they designed the tests 
that now make it easier to pick 
material for these tough jobs. 

About 250 men were assigned to 
the Special Warfare Center at 
Bragg, where they received 11 
weeks of concentrated training. 
Before the training began, how- 
ever, they were given a battery of 
psychological tests. 

During their training, all of the 
men were closely observed. After- 
wards, they were required to show 
how well they could do the tasks 
of a special forces operator. They 
had to demonstrate a knowledge 
of radio communications equip- 
ment, use different kinds of 
weapons and handle land naviga- 
tion problems. They also had to 
be able to take care of bullet 
wounds, abdominal wounds and 
shattered jaws. 

Each trainee performed for two 
weeks under close scrutiny. The 
evaluation of the performances 
was made on an “all or nothing” 
basis. If the task was performed 
satisfactorily, the trainee received 
credit; if not, he was given no 
credit at all. 

Finally, the scores on the orig- 
inal psychological tests were com- 
pared with the indications of each 
man’s suitability. Analysis of 
the test scores and evaluations en- 
abled the psychologists to deter- 
mine which of the tests given be- 
fore training best indicated which 
men should have been accepted 
or rejected for training.

‘Togetherness’ 


The “shock treatment” that presumably 
was to be afforded by the administration’s 
order to reduce the number of military de- 
pendents living overseas by 284,000 over the 
next year or more has had little effect on 
the principal target in view, Germany. To 
U.S. Treasury Secretary Anderson’s de- 
mands that Germany contribute directly to 
the support of U.S. troops stationed there, 
Bonn replied with an all but unequivocal 
“nein.” Other countries concerned, such as 
France and Japan, are certain to follow 
suit. Thus the move has been made to no 
effect except to leave the military families 
concerned stuck with it. 

How firmly “stuck” that will be remains 
to be seen. President-elect Kennedy, queried 
by this newspaper as to his attitude in the 
matter, has replied that he “may have a 
statement later, but does not know when.” 
Since almost the entire program of restric- 
tions on the movement of dependents has 
‘been scheduled to take place in his adminis- 
tration, his opinion is of first importance. 
At the least, it is unlikely that he will fol- 
low the Eisenhower edict right down the 
line. 

Service families have reason to hope, too 
—it seems to us—that the program will not 
start with full force until February, simply 
because of the mechanics involved. The 
separate services, as this was written, were 
preparing to submit detailed proposals to 
the Defense Department on how the pro- 
gram might be carried out. The “staffing” of 
these could take a great deal of time. 

While Mr. Kennedy may not be expected 
to take up the dependent question as his 
first order of business upon assuming of- 
fice—there are many domestic problems de- 
manding his attention—we feel sure that 
many other aspects of the gold reserve 
drain will have been considered by him be- 
forehand. This could well lead to the in- 
. stitution of other measures to deal with the 
problem. 

They could include, for example, the im- 
position of curbs on the shipment abroad 
of government civilian workers’ families. 
Limits on the number of tourists allowed 
abroad, or the amounts of American money 
allowed them in the pursuit of pleasure, 
would take some time and considerable trou- 
ble, it is true. But there is good authority 
for the report that the State Department 
has already moved in this direction, offer- 
ing to “screen” all passports to limit trips 
to business purposes for a specific length 
of time overseas. 

Before anything could be done in any- 
thing like an orderly way, won’t it also be 
necessary for the services to settle upon 
a uniform change in the length of tours 
in the affected areas? Surely, married men 
are*not to be asked to spend two and three 
years away from their families in countries 
where. they now are allowed to have their 
loved ones with them. A humane and equi- 
table disposition of this aspect of the prob- 
lem could take many months. 

Indeed, the humanity of the Eisenhower 
edict needs much more consideration than 
the present administration has given it. 
There is: much talk of a unilateral willing- 
ness to make the sacrifice, but not much 
else. We would like to hear more informed 
opinion on just what the separation pro- 
gram will mean in terms of morality—not 
necessarily morale. A family separated half 
the time over a lengthy period can searce- 
ly be termed a unit—yet isn’t unity of fam- 
ily the base of American democracy? 

In other words, what happens to good 
old “togetherness” where service families 
are concerned? 
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No Refuge for RIF'd

I WOULD IMAGINE that junior offi- 
cers are reluctant to accept these RIF’d 
officers not because the latter are so 
“smart” as because very oftén they are 
trouble-makers.

Some were quite 
willing to accept the fact that they were 
no longer officers, while others were total- 
ly bitter and could not divorce themselves 
from their dream world. 

A unit commander is responsible for 
everything his unit does or fails to do.

Expenditure of $2 to $3 bil- 
lion a year for five years to 
equip the Army with weapons 
which are “new” as of last year 
would, of course, give the Army 
a most modern 1960-style fight- 
_: force, but then it would be 


Army experts have been work- 
ing for several years on the prob- 
lem of developing an organiza- 
tion and equipment for the “1965- 
1975 period Army.” 

Should $10 billion to $15 bil- 
lion be spent now to produce in 
1965 an Army which is five years 
outmoded and which must im- 
mediately begin rebuilding for 
the next 10 years? 

What are some of the weap- 
ons ‘available now which al- 
ready seem obsolete and with 
which Army will be stuck in 
1965? 

There’s the M-14 rifle. This 
weapon is admittedly the last of 
its kind. The 1965-1975 Army, 
the experts say, must be equip- 
ped with a personal weapon dif- 
ferent in kind, not merely a lit- 
tle better. This new weapon 
must be able to give the indi- 
vidual soldier greater fighting 
power than he has ever had at 
ranges varying from zero feet to 
600 meters. The M-14 can’t do 
this job. 

Next is the M-60 tank. This is 
in many ways superior to the M- 
48, which has, according to con- 
gressional testimony, many bugs 
which the most expensive efforts 
of the Army’s best engineers 
have yet been unable to lick. But 
the M-60 tank is too heavy. It is 
another of the “last of its kind,” 
according to Lt. Gen. Arthur 
Trudeau, chief of research and 
development. 

The Army has shown the pub- 
lic many weapons and pieces of 
equipment in the last two years 


which, if they were available in 
quantity, would certainly have 
made its then existing forces 


more effective. But these mod- 
ern (as of 1958, 1959 and 1960) 
weapons are already out of date. 
At various proving grounds and 
laboratories, their replacements 
are already being tested. In spite 
of this, the M-113 APC, for ex- 
ample, is in mass production. 
The Army has bought or is about 
to buy hundreds of trucks. 

Many of the Army’s present 

(that is, War Ii and Korean 
War) weapens are extremely 
effective pieces of equipment. 
The same applies to clothing, 
rations, and so forth down the 
line. Items ready in 1958-1960 
which definitely improved over 
these present weapons are all 
too frequently only refine- 
ments of them. 

There are, of course, items 
available or almost available that 
will be carried ever inte the 
1965-1975 Army. The 8-inch 
howitzer, the 175mm gun, the 
new 155mm and 105mm SP how- 
itzers are among such items, as 
nearly as we have been able to 
learn. Versions exist of the for- 
mer twe which are airtransport- 
able. The Jatter two are air- 
transportable by . design. 

And there are new items ready 
or almost ready which alse seem 
likely to be carried over. These 
‘include the Redeye, the M-60-ma- 
chine gun, possibly the. Mauler 
and Davey Crocket..In the eauie. 
ment field, such items as the 
“molded sdle cémbat boot,” cer- 
tain airborme engineer items, the 
Lare family of amphibious tlight- 
ers and the Goer family of cross- 
country cargo vehicles ‘seém to 


have a 10-year or more useful- 
ness. 

The Army as currently organ- 
ized and equipped is an effective 
fighting force. Many items which 

will be used in the 1965-1975 
ye can as well be used in to- 
day’s Army. These items should 
be bought as soon as possible. 
This far, modernization should 
be carried. Likewise, there. are 
some items which are essential 
today as replacements for worn- 
out items. These two would be 
purchased, but not in the name 
of ion. 

On the other hand, why buy 
these items which, while repre- 
senting a definite but only a 
small advance over present 
available items, won't fit inte 
the Army after the conversion 
to the 1965-1975 period? 

Wouldn't it be better to use 
the money earmarked for such 
items to speed development of 
new items for the 1965-1975 
Army? The goal obviously would 
be to short-cut the five years up- 
coming and to try to get started 
building the 1965-1975 Army in 
1962 er 1963. 

To take this step requires two 
things: A policy decision at a

Chiang’s Army in Fine Shape 


oi CHINESE Nationalist army on Formosa is the largest and strongest of the 


free world armies in the Far East.” 


Such is the opinion of a man who should 


know, Maj. Gen. Leander L: Doan, former chief of the MAAG to the Republic of China, 
now chief of staff for Continental Army Command at Fort Monroe. 


Doan arrived on Formosa a 
month before the communist at- 
tack on the stronghold and its 
outlying islands in 1958. His 
early opinion of the Nationalist 
soldier was formed under a bar- 
rage of communist shells, as 
many as 50,000 a day on the two 
islands of Quemoy and Matsu. 
He held them in high ‘esteem 
then, he holds them in higher 
esteem today. 

“Many of the pictures formed 
of Free China’s army are not en- 
tirely correct,” said Doan. “We 
hear stories, for example, that 
with the old guard dying out 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
is. having trouble maintaining 
the strength of his army. Noth- 
ing could be further from the 
truth. It is certainly true that 
there is a fading out of those 
who originally came from the 
mainland with Chiang. However, 
the native of Taiwan is extreme- 
ly patriotic and accepts service 
in the armed forces willingly. 
And with a populatien of 10 mil- 
lion there is no problem in re- 
vitalizing the army and main- 
taining its average man-age of 
26 years.” 

As for the ability of the 
Chinese army to defend Fer- 
mosa against greund attack the 
general had neo doubts. How- 
ever, it would require the con- 
tinued logistical support of the 
United States, he said.

‘THE major was ah ordinary- 

looking man, of medium 
height and build, slightly bald- 
ing, wearing neutral-colered 
civilian clothes.

land.” 

Chiang recognizes the great 
difference in the size of forces, 
but feels that retaking the 
mainland is an undertaking 70 
percent political 30 percent 
military. 

In the 10 years the US. has 
been supplying military aid the 
Nationalist army has been 
equipped and trained with the 
latest American techniques and 
equipment. 

“They have accepted most of 
the systems now used by the 
American’ Army and patterned 
their own schools after ours. 
They have their own command 
and general staff. college, their 
equivalent of West Point, and 
most of the technical and train-

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West Faces 
NATO Crisis

HE ANNUAL MEETING of the Council of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization at Paris in mid-Decem- 
ber faces crucial decisions. The insistence of the French 


President, Charles de Gaulle, on 
the creation of a French nuclear 
striking force, and the general 
trend of his policy toward loos- 
ening, rather than tightening 
the bonds of the alliance, have 
brought NATO to the brink of 
crisis. 

Unless the upcoming Council 
meeting can make visible prog- 
ress in the direction of a unified 
Allied policy on this subject, 
there is danger that opinions 
may harden further. 

No one gains advantage from 
rifts within the Alliance except 
the Communists, whose policy 
has been tirelessly directed 
toward that end. 


THE HOPES of the British and 
Germans, and of the able Secre- 
-General, M. Paul Spaak of 
Belgium, are now centered on 
the United States. 

It is not so much a question 
of the U.S. taking sidzs against 
the French, but rather of find- 
ing a means of reconciling the 
strong views of President de 
Gaulle with unified and effective 
military policy for the Alliance 
as a whole. Nuclear armaments 
are only one phase of such a 
Policy. 

There .is also, for example, the 
question of the NATO shield 
force, the ground-air-sea de- 
fenses of Western Europe which 
may be increasingly vital if a 
condition of nuclear stand-off de- 
velops—as seems possible—be- 
“tween the U.S. and the USSR. 

President Eisenhower has 
suggested quite strongly that 
the U.S. feels its Allies—es- 
pecially the continental states 
of Western Europe — should 
contribute a larger share of 
these shield defenses, both in 
money and in forces. But 

President Eisenhower, after 
Jan. 20 next, will no longer 
be in office. 

Can his representatives speak 
at the NATO Council meeting 
in December with a firm and 
credible voice?

THE RECENT experience of 
his negotiations with the Ger- 
man government on the subject 
of increasing the German con- 
tribution to U.’S. military costs 
in Europe were sharply discount- 
ed, according to reliable reports, 
because it was felt by the Ger- 
mans that Mr. Anderson spoke 
only for a lame-duck Adminis- 
tration. 

Unless this pitfall can be 
avoided at the NATO meeting, 


little in the way of construc- 
tive results can be expected; 
and if there are no constructive 
results, the situation which Pres- 
ident Kennedy may confront on 
Jan. 20 may well be much more 
difficult than at present. 


Yet the U.S. representation 
on the NATO Council is sup- 
posed to consist of the Sec- 
retary of State, the Secretary 
of Defense and, if financial 
questions are on the agenda, 
the Secretary of the Treasury. 
These, until Jan. 20, will be 
officials of the outgoing Ad- 
ministratio 


tive side. 


There is one possibility, how- 
ever, which arises from previ- 
ous suggestions from _ several 
responsible sources that the 
President-elect might do well to 
accept the very capable Secre- 
tary of Defense, Thomas S;: 
Gates, to accept reappointment 
in the new Administration. 


If this were to happen, Mr. 
Gates could speak with far more 
authority, and wider acceptance, 
for the United States at the 
NATO conference. 

The crucial phases of the con- 
ference seem likely to center in 
the Defense Committee, where 
Mr. Gates will in any case be 
the American spokesman. If he 
is known to be staying on, at 
least for a time, the American 
voice will be listened to and 
given weight and substance.

ON THIS ground alone, the 
reappointment of Mr. Gates is 
well worth considering. But the 
continuity of defense policies 
and weapons programs into the 
new term is also of crucial im-

FORT AMADOR, C. Z.—Military 
and civilian scientists left Fort 
Kobbe in the Canal Zone last month 
for the opening phases of Opera- 
tion Tropical Wet, a research and 
test project of the Transporta- 
tion Environmental Operations Gp. 
(TREOG) from Fort Eustis, Va. 


Clad in fatigues and special 
jungle boots, the team loaded their 
test vehicles on trucks for the 
journey to the jump-off point into 
the Panamanian jungle at the end 
of the highway near Chepo, Re- 
public of Panama. 

From this point it became men 
and _ transportation technology 
against the jungle in a test of their 
ability to penetrate jungle and 
tropical terrain without special 
engineer equipment or support. 
Assisting the test team are six 
Panamanians who will act as guides 
and aid in many other ways by 
their knowledge of the land and 
conditions.

Named for their outstanding 
records during the past fiscal year 
were Fourth Army and First Army. 
Fourth Army, with headquarters 
at Fort Sam Houston, Tex., was 
selected for the Award of Honor 
for Safety—the highest Army 
recognition in this field. 

First Army,: headquartered on 
Governors Island, N. Y., won the 
second highest award — the 
Award of Merit for Safety. This 
is the second consecutive year 
that First Army has won second 
place in the Army’s safety awards 
competition, 

While general improvement was 
noted in the safety programs 
throughout USCONARC’s _ six 


‘armies and the Military District 


of Washington, the award-winning 
armies had especially fine records 
in the areas of accidents, disabling 
injuries, deaths and reduction in 
direct cost of injuries and property 
damages, 
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NOTEWORTHY AMONG overall 
USCONARC safety improvements 
in Fiscal Year 1960, compared to 
FY 1959, were these: A 17.5 per- 
cent reduction in number of 
injuries to military personnel; 16.3 
percent reduction in the number of 
injuries to civilian personnel; 14 
percent fewer Army motor vehicle 
accidents; 47.6 percent fewer air- 
craft accidents; and 16.4 percent 
decrease in total accident and 
injuries cost — savings of nearly 
$10 million.

Reserve unit commanders on 
some occasions haye suggested that 
one year after an individual’s sep- 


aration would be a_ reasonable 
period to allow for his settling at 
a permanent address, finding a job 
e|and getting started on it, and an 
opportunity for thorough checks 
by Army officials of his availabil- 
ity to attend drills. 
However, a change in this facet 
of the assignment policy may pose 
new problems concerning the 
length of Ready Reserve tours re- 
quired of unit and non-unit men. 
At present, an obligated ex- 
draftee, for example, serves in a 
drill unit until his fourth anniver- 
sary. In the typical case of a mem- 
ber who has two years of active 
duty behind him, this means he 
must put in 1% to two years of 
drill time, depending on how much 
of a lag there is between his sep- 
aration from active duty and as- 
signment to the unit. 
Reserve chiefs in the Pentagon 
haven’t been happy about the short- 
ness of this obligated drill tour and 
the rapid personnel turnover it 
causes within the units. If the an- 
niversary date rule remains un- 
changed, though, extension of the 
assignment period would cut into 
the individual’s drill tour, reducing 
the minimum unit service to about 
one year. 

” . 
SUCH A MOVE undoubtedly 
would be far from satisfactory to 
either Pentagon planners or unit 
commanders in the field. The 
faster personnel turnover which 
would result would increase the 
units’ administrative burdens and 
at the same time lower the effi- 
ciency of the units as fighting or op- 
erating teams. 

As an alternative, the Army may 
decide to extend the required 
period of unit participation beyond 
the fourth anniversary—but this, 
too, could open a new “can of 
worms.” The anniversary date rules 
of eligibility for transfer to the 
Standby Reserve were established 
in AR 135-90 little more than a 
year ago after considerable study. 
Changing the reg may raise the 
same old problems that the an- 
niversary dates were designed to 
solve.

Hercules, Launched in Alaska, 
‘Hits’ Plane 70 Miles Away 


FORT RICHARDSON, Alaska—Alaska-based missilemen set a new record 21 Novem- 
ber when a Nike Hercules fired by Btry. B, 4th Msl. Bn., 43d Artillery “destroyed” its 
practice target at a range of more than 70 miles. 


The firing also marked the first 





time a Nike Hercules was fired 
from an operational site near a 
major metropolitan area. Battery 
B’s launching pad lies in the Chu- 
jack Mountains about seven miles 
from Anchorage, the largest city in 
Alaska. 

Just after Capt. Erwin F. Tholl 
Jr., battery commander, pressed 
the button releasing the sleek 42%4- 
foot missile the Here seemed to 
jump from the launching pad, 
spurred by a ball of flame. It 
streaked into the sky streaming its 
long white tail of smoke. 


Before it reached maximum alti- 
tude it was separated from the 


offset into the equipment and 
thus used the B-57 as a “live” 
target, while displacing the burst 
a safe known distance off target. 
The intercept was made at ap- 


proximately 40,000 feet at a dis- 
tance of almost 70 miles from the 
launching pad, This, too, was said 
to be a record. It was the longest

WASHINGTON—Pentagon officials said this week that

There is no “space available” 
travel on MATS aircraft for wives 
going overseas as tourists. And 
the chanee of such accommoda- 
tions on the return trip is “not 
good,” Defense told the Times.

and more dependents Stateside, 
under the Presidential travel-curb 
decree, the possibility of tourists 
getting “return  space-available 
should become really long shot.” 


A CURB ON unauthorized de- 
pendents overseas receiving ex- 
change, commissary and medicare 
benefits was invoked a few years 
ago.

UNDER the new plan service- 
|men will have the right to veto

Officials hedged on making any 
predictions as to what percentage 
of these vetoes or preferences 
might be accepted beyond stating 
that the veto would be sustained 
whenever it was well founded and 
the preference would be honored 
whenever possible. They added, 
however, that TO’s will have com- 
plete authority in these cases and 
should be in a position to honor 
as many as possible without out- 
side interference. 

A final prediction was that. un- 
|der the new system ‘wasted effort 
| through duplication. will be prac- 
| tically eliminated. Although the 
| standards for inspection of mover 
facilities are much stricter under 
the new plan and probably will 
|require more time and_ effort, 
| there won’t be any more cases of 
\the Army inspecting a warehouse 
lone week and the Navy inspecting 
| the same one the following. week, 
as fréquently happened before. 

Under the new system there will 
be a general increase on the ex- 
ehange of ideas and information 
i between TO’s of the three services.

By being better educated, today’s

MADISON, Ala.: . . . Without a 
doubt, something had to be done 
about the drain on the U.S. econ- 
omy. Why must military personnel 
bear the brunt of the burden again? 

In 1949 Congress put the mili- 
tary on a pay basis that was sup- 

osed to be equal to that-of Civil 

ervice personnel, scaled somewhat 
to the cost of living. I believe if a 
comparison is made it will be 
found that government workers 
have had two pay raises (most as- 
suredly deserved) to the military’s 
one. 

Few of the military have com- 

lained because of the so-called 

nge benefits. Some of these 
benefits were travel of dependents 
te oversea areas and the right to 





purchase items in the post ex- 
change and commissaries at re- 
duced prices. 

Since Mr. Eisenhower has put 
the “Buy America” plan into effect 
for the military services, this means 
higher prices in the PX’s and com- 
missaries overseas and effectively 
reduces the fringe benefits. Prices 
are based on a cost-plus basis, which 
includes purchase price by the 
government, shipping cost, and a 
service charge to pay wages of per- 
sonnel employed in the particular 
department. 

Consequently, there is very little 
difference in prices in PX’s and 
commissaries Stateside than prices 
in downtown stores located in the 
vicinity. Prices overseas will be 
much higher due to the additional 
cost of ocean transportation. 


The serviceman can overlook 
added prices as long as morale is 
high. Morale is determined by 
many things, among which is the 
welfare of his family. 

When a man is overseas-and sep- 
arated from his wife and children 
he is in effect running two house- 
folds, which reduces what take- 
home pay he may receive. Don’t 
be deceived that a _man can live in 
the barracks on little or nothing. 
A man can have no feeling of secur- 
ity while dividing his money be- 
tween himself and family, not 
knowing if the money sent home is 
sufficient to keep them properly 
housed and fed. 

He knows the children are not 
receiving the attention they need 
from their father. What this boils 
down to, is that no normal man can 
spend 50 percent (about average) 
of his 20 or 30 years service, over- 
seas, away from his family, and be 
contented. 

When a man becomes discontent- 
ed he moves on to something new. 
In this case it means he leaves the 
service for something better. After 
all is said and done, the taxpayers 
and government have lost the lead- 
ership and ability they have been 
building up and paying for, for so 
many years... 

Should our government really 
desire to cut expenses further it 
might reduce the amount being 
spent for friendships that last only 
as long as the foreign aid money 
holds out.

Would Pay Part 


Of Air Fare 


FORT HUACHUCA, Ariz.: In a 
recent isue (Army Times, 15 Oc- 
tober), I read an article, “Oversea 
Transfers Delayed,” stating that 
some 57,000 persons scheduled 
to fly overseas were to be sent 
by ship in order to cut the cost, air 
transportation by MATS being $96 
and by sea and MSTS $57 a person. 


Since then I have talked to near- 
ly 100 friends at this post and all 
agree that they would be willing 
to pay the difference between sea 
and air transportation for them- 
selves and their families if some 
method of collecting could be ar- 
ranged. 

We are all willing since this 
would mean fewer days en route 
overseas, less inconvenience, es- 
pecially families with small or 
many children, and at no increase 
to the government. The money 
could be paid by money order to 
the Treasurer of the United States, 
as telephone bills are now, or if 
there are quite a few in the family, 
some arrangement could be made 
to take the money out of the serv- 
icemen’s pay over a period of 
months. 

With the average time a person 
is advised of a transfer being 90 
days (notice, leave, travel and pro- 
cessing), with the use of IBM equip’ 
ment travel arrangements could be 
made and the oversea commands 
advised of their earlier arrival 
date. 

In this manner, at no increase 
in cost to the government, easier, 
faster, more efficient, more com- 
fortable and happier permanent 
changes of station could be accom- 
plished. In fact, after a few 
months to get out the “bugs,” the 
time difference could be cut from 
90 days to 30 days from the time of 
notification to the time the man is 
reporting in at his oversea station, 
which would give the government 
a further saving by having more 
actual use of the people than they 
now do. 

In going by water, the actual 
work capability of the men is lost 
for approximately two to three 
weeks, during the crossing, and the 
government is still paying for the 
time. 

This may not be the exact solu- 
tion to the problem, but it could be 
the start of one and I feel it would 
be worth the effort of someone in 
a high position to look into the 
matter, before there is no one that 
can sign a letter as

oil painting, “Gen. John J. Persh- 
ing and the AEF Generals,” painted 
by George B. Matthews in the 
Minority Room of the Senate in 
1925, has been accepted from 
Army Secretary Wilber M. Brucker 
by First Army commander Lt. 
Gen. Edward J. O’Neill for perma- 
nent display in Pershing Hall here. 

Forty-nine generals are shown 
in the painting, standing with Gen.

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WASHINGTON — Senator War- 
ren G. Magnuson (D.-Wash.) has 
come up with a plan that could 
go a long way toward slowing down 
the flow of gold reserves from the 
United States to foreign nations. 

In a nut-shell, the gold flow 
problem stems from the fact that 
America is not earning enough 
overseas to balance out what it 
spends there. Economists call this 
“a deficit in the balance of pay- 
ments.” In other words, we are 
spending more than we take in. 

What happens when a foreign 
nation enjoys a plus sign on its 
balance of payments ledger is this: 
a Federal Reserve System bank 
shifts credit to a bank administer- 
ing the ome of the foreign na- 
tion. 

Since gold does not draw in- 
terest, the foreign nation normally 
leaves its dollar surpluses in its 
account to draw interest. The for- 
eign nation, however, has the right 
to demand immediate payment in 
gold which backs up the dollars.

TO DATE, a Treasury Depart- 
ment official states, “no gold has 
actually left the country.” 

The crux of the problem is that 
the confidence in the American 
dollar might be shaken and foriegn 
nations with bank balances in their 
favor might insist upon receiving 
“real” money and Uncle Sam would 
have to honor the legal demand. 

If he declined, American’s name 
would be economic mud. Failure 
on the part of Uncle Sam to re- 
lease the bullion would prove to 
trusting foreign nations that our 
word is not our bond. As a conse- 
quence, our economic leadership 
would be destroyed. 

A piece of paper is only as good 
as the metal that backs it—in this 
case. GOLD! 

Foreign nations have been “ear- 
marking” more and more gold for 
their personal accounts. Since 
January 1, 1959, foreign nations 
have earmarked $1.4 billion for 
their own coffers. 


Foreign nations, in _ recent 
months have earmarked more and 
more “real” money for their 


treasuries. Since September 1 the 
“annual” rate has climbed to $4.7 
billion a year. 

The United States Government, 
according to a Treasury Depart- 
ment spokesman, had $19.4 billion 
in gold, on hand at the start of the 
year. On November 17, the last 
time that the Treasury Department 
added up its “real” assets in gold, 
the bullion hoard totaled about 
$18 billion, less or plus a few in- 
gots. 

The “loss,” Treasury officials 
say, of “real” money is only $i,- 
450,000. 

It is against this background 
that President Eisenhower order- 
ed a drastic slash in the number 
of dependents who may remain 
overseas with members of the 
Armed Forces. 

The idea is to cut back on the 
“outflow” of dollars spent by 
wives and children. These dollars, 
which become surpluses in the 
bank accounts of foreign nations, 
could be used to drain off Amer- 
ica’s gold reserves. 

Government economists predict 
a balance of payments deficit of 
more than $4 billion by the end of 
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[Magnuson Has Plan 
To Slow Gold Flow 
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To help offset this “outflow” of 
gold Senator Magnuson advocates 
creation of an Office of Inter- 
national Travel in the Department 
of Commerce. 
Its mission: to promote travel to 
the United States by foreigners. 


It is invisioned that. this move 
will improve the foreign payments 
position of the United States and, 
at the same time, foster interna- 
tional understanding beween Amer- 
icans and foreigners. 


From 1949, until the present, 
American spending overseas by 
tourists has increased at the rate 
of 10 per cent a year. In contrast, 
spending by foreign tourists visit- 
ing our shores has risen at a seven 
percent annual rate. 


Eleven years ago, the United 
States deficit in international 
travel amounted to $360 million. 
In 1959, when American tourists 
spent over $1.95 billion overseas, 
including fares to foreign carriers, 
the travel deficit amounted to 
nearly $1 billion. 

+ * i 

TOURIST expenditures by for- 
eigners visiting the United States 
totaled only $900 million. About 70 
per cent of this foreign tourist 
spending in the United States is ac- 
counted for by our immediate 
neighbors — Canada and Mexico. 
Excluding these two countries, for- 
eign visitors currently are spending 
less than a third of the amount 
expended by American travelers 
overseas. 

This “travel gap,” ironically, in 
part, is a result of our own policy. 
Following World War II, and in- 
stitution of the Marshall Plan, the 
United States encouraged travel 
of Americans overseas to beef up 
the sagging economies of war-torn 
European nations. 

We did such a good job of selling 
the idea of developing European 
tourist facilities that we now find 
ourselves in the “balance of pay- 
ments” bind. We opened a Pan- 
dora’s Box of travel troubles.

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O'seas ‘Cuts’ Seen Reducing Jobs 


HE President’s order directing 

a sharp cut-back in the number 
of dependents overseas has kept 
Pentagon officials in every office 
buzzing with comment. 

Transportation people are no ex- 
ception. 

Though they still haven’t been 
told exactly what their job will be 
as a result of the order and, there- 
fore, aren’t making any official 
comments on the situation, they 
are concerned about it and defi- 
nitely have some ideas about what 
is going to happen to their func- 
tion. 

Privately, transportation officials 
admit that the dependent draw- 
back overseas may cut down on 
their jobs in overseas areas—some 
facilities may have to be closed 
and workers returned to the States. 

Warehouses used for storage 
of household goods, for instance, 
won’t be needed if wives and 
children are suddenly taken 
away frum an overseas area. Cer- 
tainly there will be a sharp drop 
in the number of privately 
owned vehicles shipped to over- 
sea installations. 

But, in the long run, transpor- 
tation officials aren’t worried about 


|the problem. As one officer put it, 


“Just as many service people will 
be traveling somewhere, and 
whether we move them to London 
or Honolulu, makes little differ- 
ence.” 
” = + 

IN FACT, the result of the order 
may end up as more travel, rather 
than less. A likely result is that 
Overseas tours will be shortened 
for married servicemen and this 
means a greater turnover. 

The biggest worry along these 
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lines is that officials are going to 
have to find some way around the 
limits which Congress has placed 
on travel expenses. 

They were sweating out that 
problem and had almost reached a 
solution when the dependent cut- 
back came up to confuse the issue. 
Chances are, however, that they 
soon will be given authority to 
spend whatever is necessary on 
| getting the dependent shift straight- 
ened out—this one gets the pri- 
ority.

8th Div. Sgt. Escaped 
From ‘Valley of Blind’ 


BAD KREUZNACH, Germany— 
A group of men were recently sit- 
ting in a snack bar on an American 
Army post, listening to one indi- 
vidual relate a story he had heard 
on AFN the night before. 

The story concerned a certain 
valley in the Himalayas where all 
the citizens were born blind. Be- 
cause of this handicap, they saw 


everything around then in a, 
warped perspective. When a 
stranger with normal eyesight 


wandered into the valley and tried 
to explain the outside world to 
them, they accused him of insanity 
and lying, as they judged every- 
thing in light of their own experi- 
ences. 

When the story was over, one 
of the members of the group look- 
ed up and said, “I lived in such a 


valley. Yes, such a place exists and 
it survives in Europe today.” 

Sergeant X, a member of the 8th 
Inf. Div.’s 18th Inf., was referring 
to Bulgaria, the valley of blindness, 
and the country from which he es- 
caped. He is one of thousands of 
Bulgarians now living in the West 
who are still afraid to have their 
names mentioned in print for fear 
of reprisals on their relatives. 

In elaborating on this rather 
startling statement, he said that 
Bulgaria has been under various 
forms of domination for such a 
long period of time and is now so 
tightly under Russian control that 
most people live in almost total 
ignorance of the outside world. 
Their senses have been deadened 
by a flow of powerful Red propa- 
ganda which dictates that the West, 
led by the U.S., wants war, that 
they are barbarian, cruel and sav- 
age. Since the people have no other 
standards by which to judge, they 
believe this party line, and if some- 
One were to tell them otherwise, 
they would think him insane and 
a liar. 

How did the sergeant find out 
enough about the West to want to 
make the change? Fortunately 
there are still some rays of light 
in that land of darkness and there 





are yet those few born with the 
eyes to seek them out. 

At the risk of great harm, he had 
on numerous occasions listened to 
Radio Free Europe. Where it came 
from, he cannot disclose, but he 
often managed to obtain printed 
matter distributed by the Western 
countries. His third source of in- 
formation about the free world 
came from the voices of older peo- 
ple in his community; people who 
could not be stifled by the hard 
Red hands. Some had personally 
traveled to the West and others 
had known people who had lived 
or traveled there. These older 


folks talk freely to listening ears 
and are less afraid of punishment 


than younger people. 
“Perhaps some day the eyes of 





Bulgaria will return.” 
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U.S.-German Artillery Shoot 
Proves NATO Team Efficiency 


BAD KREUZNACH, Germany— 
A German - American artillery 
shoot, held recently in the Baum- 
holder area, proved that NATO 
artillery ean fight shoulder-to- 
shoulder and mass their fires on 
the same targets, despite differ- 
ences in languages and technique. 

The shoot was conducted by Bat- 
talion 51 of the Panzer artillery 
located at Klotzberg Kaserne, Idar- 
Oberstein, commanded by Lt. Col. 
Leggewie, and the 7th How Bn, 
16th Arty Convincers of the 8th 
Div., commanded by Lt. Col. Joseph 
J. Prusatis Jr., augmented by A 
Btry, 83d Arty, 

With the German unit firing self- 
propelled 155s and the Americans 
firing self-propelled 105s, the two 
completely mobile battalions 
moved into position by 8:00 A.M., 
ready to test their ability to mass 
fire, 

The battalions exchanged liaison 
officers at their fire direction cen- 
ters and also made contact on the 
observation points and command 
level. 

The problem scenerio, prepared 
by the German Artillery School, 
provided tests of several artillery 
operations, all of which were 
executed with a high degree of 
success. : 

In an exchange of observers, the 
American battalion fired on targets 
with data called in by German ob- 
servers and the German gunners 
had their fire adjusted by American 
observers. 

Batteries of the two battalions 
also took turns adjusting on targets 
and then calling for additional fire 
from batteries of the other bat- 
talions based on their adjusted 
data. The units also carried this 
cooperation one step further by ad 
justing a battery on a target and 
then massing all available fires on 
this target. 

In a test of their ability to co-

He'll Miss 
The Cold 
AtGreely 


FORT GREELY, Alaska 
—A veteran of 28 years of 


cold weather research and 
training, MSgt. Louis P. 
Colombo left the U.S. Army 
Cold Weather and Moun- 
tain School last month for 
the warm climate of 
Georgia, and Fort Ben- 
ning’s rang- 
er camp. 

The camp, a 
branch of the 
Ranger Depart- 
ment, teaches 
trainees many 
of the same 
skills taught 
during the 
mountain 
course at 


to miss only 

the cold weather. He has been 
at Greely for six and a half 
years. 

The sergeant started his cold 
weather duty as a civilian sea- 
man with the late Rear Adm. 
Richard E. Byrd in 1933. He 
was a member of the Byrd 
Antarctic expeditions from 
1933 to 1935, and again from 
1939 to 1941. He holds the 
Byrd Antarctic Expedition 
medal and the U.S. Congres- 
sional Polar medal. During 
the latter expedition Colombo 
wintered 16 months at Little 
America. 


“It gets cold here,” the ser- 
geant said when comparing Fort 
Greely’s climate with the Ant- 
arctic’s, “but the coldest weather 
I ever experienced was at Little 
America. Once it dropped to 
—76 degrees. We used to make 
long trips when the tempera- 
tures stayed near —60 degrees.” 

Greely’s famous winds lost 
out to the sergeant’s memory, 
too. While with the weather 
station on Greenland, Celombo 
experienced winds blowing at 
160 miles per hour .. . for three 
days. 

“When we reported these 
winds, higher headquarters 
wouldn’t believe us,” he said. 
“The data was too far out of 
line with the reports from 
ether stations and ships ... 
but later, when weather re- 
cording techniques and instru- 
ments got better, we were 
vindicated,” he recalled. 


In 1941 Colombo tired of the 
southern exposure at. Little 
America, and headed north. He 
enlisted in the Army, and be- 
cause of his experience was 
selected for a six-man outpost 
that was part of Task Force 
Crystal. For 17 months he was 
stationed on Baffin Island, 
Frobisher Bay in Canada, with 
the search, rescue and weather 
station there. 


The Arctie Indoctrination 
School at Presque Isle, Maine, 
claimed the sergeant’s experi- 
ence in 1942, and he became an 
instructor at the school’s Mount 
Katahdin training site. 

Colombo. was stationed on 
the Greenland Ice Cap in 
1943 with> a weather station, 
and later that year went to 
Europe, Where he served in 
Belgium, Germany and Eng- 
land. 

After the war Colombo served 
as a mountain and ski instruc- 
tor with the U.S. Army ‘in 
Austria; and that is where -he 
met and married his wife, 
Kathy, who came with him. to 
the lower 48 last month.

Olympic Archer in Finance Office 


WITH 7TH DIV., Korea—The 
legendary feats of William Tell 
have just about been equaled by 
Sp4 Milton L. Oleman, a clerk 
in division finance here. 

As winner of two individual 
first place prizes at the 1956 
Olympics, the U.S. National 
Field Archery Games, and many 
other competitions, Sp4 Oleman 
would have participated in the 
1960 Olympies if he had not al- 
ready turned professional. 

As a professional, Oleman has 
earned more than $800 through 
contests he has entered through- 
out the States. 

The three present standing 
world records in field competi- 
tiens that Oleman holds are for 
the Wand, Columbia Round and 
Cloud records. 

< . = 


THE WAND and Columbia 
rounds are inert targets at which 
the archer aims from varying 
distances. The Wand is shot at 
a 120-yard distance. The stake 
is six feet high and two inches 
wide, with a half-inch black cen- 
ter stripe target. The Columbia 
is shot a distarice of 115 yards 
with a nineinch: bullseye. 

The Cloud is a-cirrular four- 
inch flag target attarhed to a 
rope, which moves in.a circn- 
lar direction. ‘The archer stands 
180 yards from the target. 

As holder of the world rec- 
erd, Oleman has scored perfect 
shots in all three. categories. 

Beginning at the age of eight,

when he was given an archery 
set for his birthday, Oleman ‘has 
hunted for spert, as well as 
bounty. 

“The 45-pound bow I use will 
out penetrate any..cifle other 


than a Magnum round,” said 
Oleman, who so far has been 
involved in two hunting acci- 
dents. For that reason he warns 
would-be archers to observe ex- 
treme caution. 

HIS MOST serious accident oc- 
curred a few years ago. Sight- 
ing a deer in the Oregon woods, 
Oleman’s cousin aimed with his 
bow, and fired. The arrow 
slashed through the animal’s 
shoulder blades and hit Oleman 
in the left leg. He was uncen- 
scious for more than five days. 

The finance clerk has also 
been clawed by a badger. 

“The best kill shot is to aim 
at the neck or lungs of the ani- 
mal,” Oleman said. He has 
killed deer, wild pigs, moose 
and two cougar. 

As ‘state champion of Oregon, 
Oleman has appeared in two mo- 
tion pictures with Howard Hill, 
the well known expert who, on 
an African safari, killed an ele- 
phant with just two arrows. One 
of the movies. “Tembo,” is a 
full length documentary film on 
Hill's expedition. 

The world record distance for 
killing a deer is another record 
Oleman holds. . With one arrow 
he reportedly. killed. the animal 
at a distance of 312 yards. 

“Killing an animal effectively 
is the. most important thing 
while hunting,” lie said, “Just 
@bottt @nyone can’ shoot a rifle 
and kill within 200 yards, but 
getting up close, say within 50 
or 60 yards, gives you a thrill 
that makes the danger almest 
unimportant.” :

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What Makes an Outfit ‘Elite’? 


CHARGE TO GLORY, by James D. Lunt. 
Harcourt, Brace and Company, New York,

ON 21 March 1942 Capt. Arthur Sandeman of the 
Central India Horse found himself in a situation 
common to British troops on the Burma front. While 
on routine patrol,-he suddenly came face-to-face with 
the Japanese where they weren’t supposed to be. He 
was outmanned, outgunned and outflanked. 


As so often has happened in the history of the 
mounted arm, he gave the only order appropriate in 
such a situation. Leading the last horsed charge by 
mounted troops undertaken by British or Indian cavalry, 
Capt. Sandeman died, along with most of his troop. 
His death was in the grand tradition. 


The charge at Toungoo is one of 10 actions de- 
scribed by Lt. Col. Lunt, of the Queen’s Royal Lancers. 
Nine of the 10, beginning with Marengo in 1800 and 
ending with Toungoo, concern the “old” cavalry, horse- 
mounted, bold to the point of rashness, as often defeated 
as successful, but always characterized by an elan which 
is peculiar to elite troops. The tenth action—Fondouk 
on 9 April 1943—demonstrates that ae of 
mounts from horses to tanks in no way the 
spirit of cavalry. 

It is the spirit of cav: that this book is about. 

For those who don’t un what it is about 
elite troops, be they cavalry (armor), airborne, ranger 
or what, that leads them to success where others would 
fail, this book can supply an answer. For those who 
are jaded by staff duty or the routine of training, this 
book will revive the spirit and the 2 in being a 
soldier. For cavalrymen, modern and otherwise, this 
book is a boost back up into the saddle. 


COL. DUNN writes well, which is not unexpected 
since his avocation is writing. 

As becomes a cavalryman, he is as proud of the 
ridiculous moments in history—as he shows with his 
hilarious description of why troopers in India were 
required to give up stallions as mounts—as of the mo- 
ments of incredible bravery and ability shown by caval- 
rymen in battle. 

For the ridiculous and the sublime are both part 
of the cavalry tradition, which is a fact recognized 
also in the American Army where, for example, the 7th 
Cavalry celebrates as its Unit Day the defeat of Gen. 
Custer and the loss of its colors in the Battle of Little 
Big Horn. 

This Col. Dunn and all cavalrymen recognize as 
fitting and appropriate. Those who don’t understand 
this may, after they read Col. Dunn’s book. Those who 
do will also find “Charge to Glory” their cup of tea.

Western visitors to Tartary and Tibet, we follow Anna 
Leonowens into the Siamese king’s harem, we witness 
a Cossack massacre, we observe as Rabbi Benjamin of 
Tudela visits the Caliph of Bagdad in 1160. 

The earliest selection is by Herodotus, who describes 
his visit to Egypt in 450 B.C. There is a Dutchman’s 
report on the 17th century slave trade in Africa; there 
are pieces by Stanley and Livingston, Ferdinand Magel- 
lan, Capt. William Bligh of the “Bounty”; Alexandre 
Dumas tells of a Musketeer in the Alps, Henry James 
describes his trip to Venice, Rebecca West tells of her 
journey to eastern Europe just before the outbreak of 
World War II. 

One section is an account written by a sailor 
aboard the first English ship to reach the South Seas 
in 1766. He tells about the local girls surrendering 
their charms for a nail, and that in a few weeks 
the English ship was about to fall apart in the harbor. 
The sailors couldn’t éven find nails on which to hang 
their hammocks. 

Other sections include pieces of Columbus’ journal 
of his first: voyage, accounts of the Spanish conquest 
of Central and South America (including some unbe- 
lievable treachery), and descriptions of the cruelty 
of the Inquisition. Reproduced here is the first report 
on the legendary women of the Amazon. Another sec- 
tion comes from Lewis and Clark’s journal, in which 
they report on the “not so noble savage.” There are 
excerpts from’ Mark Twain’s “Roughing It” and Charles 
Dickens’ “American Notes,” and on and on the chapters 
flow. 

The two volumes are divided inte major parts of 
the world; and within each geographical section the 
pieces are. arranged chronologically. The contents, the 
photographs—even the’ bindings—are all first-rate.

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The Final Tragic 
LP by Lester 


By TOM SCANLAN 


HERE ARE no surprises on Lester Young’s last re- 

cording. It was cut in Paris on March 4, 1959. The 
great tenor saxophone player died 15 days later in New 
York. The tunes are ones that Lester had played many times but the 
listener will seek in vain for the enormous ingenuity and skill that 
made Lester one of the most important musicians in jazz history. 
And Lester’s tone, which was like velvet before World War II and 
coarsened following the war, will startle those who have not heard 
his recent work. He was obviously a sick man when this LP was 
made (Lester Young in Paris, Verve 8378). An interesting inter- 
view with Lester by Francoi Postif is reprinted on the jacket. One 
of the quotes: “I think Coleman Hawkins was the President first, 
right? When I first heard him I thought that was some great jazz I 
was listening to. As far as myself, I think I’m the second one. Not 
braggadocious, you know I don’t talk like that. There’s only way to 
go. Ifa guy plays tenor, he’s got to sound like Hawk or like Lester.”

®@ ‘Tal Fartow remains one of the most consistently exciting and 
most distinctive guitar soloists. He learned his lessons from Charlie 


Christian: well and went on to develop his own way, His newest LP. 


finds him in good company — Frank Wess, Wendell Marshall, Dick 
Hyman, Osie Johnson, among others — and is well worth hearing 
(Tel Furlow Plays the Music of Harold Arlen, Verve 8371). If you 
audition the record, don’t skip “Petticoat High.” 

@ Rene Thomas, another guitarist inspired by Christian, is 
hampered by a noisy drummer on “Guitar Groove (Jazzland 27). To 
my mind, the drumming detracts from what Thomas and tenor man 
J. R. Monterose are trying to-do. If an original called “Spontaneous 
Effort” sounds familiar, let it be known -that it is still another way 
of saying “Out of Nowhere.” 

@ Kenny Fulcher’s driving trumpet is the most interesting thing 
about an LP by a Washington, D.C. group (Booker Coleman Swings 
Dixiejazz, HPC Records). The sound recording job leaves much to 
be desired, however, and the entire record is hampered by a most 
peculiar piano sound. The piano sounds mettalic, somewhat elec- 
tronic, and almost as if it were recorded apart from the rest of the 
band. This strange piano sound does not do justice to veteran leader 
Coleman’s piano playing. Fulcher, who can remind you of Max Kam- 
insky at times, and veteran trombonist Walter (Slide) Harris share 
solo honors. The drummer is another. noisy one who likes to drop 
bombs. Note Fulcher’s fine solo on “Back O’ Town Blues.” The band 
deserved a better recording job. 

® Danny Barker and Leroy Parkins head a no-nonsense Dixie- 
land group on “Yazoo River Jazz Band” (Bethlehem 6047). And if 
you think banjo is square, hear Barker’s work on “Tishomingo Blues.” 
The final tune, “Liza, Little Liza Jane” ought to have everybody’s feet 
tapping. 

@ Oscar Peterson’s newest record ought to interest anyone con- 
cerned with jazz piano. One of the few prominent jazz pianists to- 
day who can really play the piano, Peterson displays mastery of his 
instrument throughout. One of the most interesting tracts in 
“Maidens of Cadiz.” The bass playing of Ray Brown is superb, as 


always, and Ed Thigpen’s drumming is close to impeccable, too (The

Show Biz People 
Keep ‘Retiring’

HOLLYWOOD — Show business people are notorious 
retirers. Sir Harry Lauder used to make an average of 
17 farewell tours a year. In more recent years, Betty 
Hutton has retired at least twice a year. For the past five 
years Danny Thomas has said, “This is my last season.” 

Now coming out of retirement is Robert Young, the father 
symbol in “Father Knows Best.” Many of you maybe didn’t know 
that Bob had retired. His TV series is having its second run on 
CBS every Tuesday evening. 

“I don’t feel retired,” says Bob. “I’ve been busier than ever 
since we finished the series last March. Just ask my wife.” 


Bob would have us believe that it was his partner, producer 
Eugene Rodney, who lured him back into the fray. 


“Gene called me not long ago and said, ‘Bob, they’re after us 
to do another series,’ I confess that I told him to go ahead with ne- 
gotiations and see what happened, but I really didn’t believe I 
was committing myself.”

She used the wet-plate pro- 
cess in vogue in her day and 
printed by contact, usually crop- 
ping her 12x16-inch glass plates. 
These had to be sensitized just 
before the exposure, placed in 
the camera while still wet, and 
developed immediately after the 
exposure.

Separate Regulations 
Sought for Copters 














WASHINGTON — A plea for a separate set of flight 
regulations for helicopters has been sounded by the presi- 
dent of the American Helicopter Society. 

Lee S. Johnson, also general manager of Sikorsky Aircraft, called 
for new flight rules for the “choppers” as a means of speeding their use 
as town-to-airport carriers. He spoke in Washington at a meeting of 
the Southeast Region of AHS. 

~ . . 

FRUSTRATING INCREASED production and use of helicopters as 
civil carriers, he said, is the fact that flight regulations are styled to fit 
fixed wing aircraft and changes to meet helicopter capabilities are slow 
and hard-won. 

As example of the problems helicopter-users will face, he cited 
the new Dulles international airport under construction about 30 

miles from Washington. Service at the $84 million airport is due to 
begin in July, 1961. Eight helicopter service applications are pend- 
ing. 

Four helicopter landing areas are included in the airport design. 
The ’copters could speed passengers from the port to downtown Wash- 
ington three or four times faster than surface travel, (about 10 
minutes).

YET, HE SAID, it is likely the airport will be in operation long 
before helicopter carriers can be cleared to provide the service because 
of the involved and restrictive regulations and certifying process.

(NORAD Combat Center to Be 


Built Into Cheyenne Mountain 


COLORADO SPRINGS—After a 
delay of more than a year, the 
North American Air Defense Com- 
mand Combat Operations Center 
will be built into Cheyenne Moun- 
tain, near Colorado Springs. 

The Air Force has given the 
go-ahead to resume the project 
and has passed this recommenda- 
tion to the Department of De- 
fense for congressional clearance. 

The 1959 Congress had appro- 
priated and authorized $10 million 
to start the “hard site” COC. 
About $1,500,000 of the money had 
been spent when a halt was called 
for “re-study.” 

About $923,000 went into access 
roads up the side of the moun- 
tain to points where the tunnel 
portals would be located; and the 
rest had gone into land acquisi- 
tion, test borings, geological sur- 
veys and design contracts. 

NORAD’s commander - in - chief, 
Gen. Laurence S. Kuter, said: 

“The Colorado S s NORAD 
headquarters is the lecation 
in the U.S. and Canada wiiere 
all the indicators of air or aero- 
space attack can be correlated 
and evaluated. Knowing that all 
this apparatus is to finally be 
put safely underground is our 
best news in a long time.” 

NORAD presently operates from 
an above-ground blockhouse which 
has been a constant concern to 
civilian and military men alike.

Earle E. Partridge, was advocat- 
ing the hardened site enclosed in 
Cheyenne Mountain he often said

Army Pilot Devises Copter 
Training Aid for 50 Cents 


MANNHEIM, Germany — The 
Army is a large organization, sev- 
en times the size of General Mo- 
tors Corporation, having capital 
assets of 50 billion dollars. The 
Army realizes this too well, and 
are continuously trying to find 
cheaper, more efficient ways of 
doing things. 

An individual who used inge- 
nuity to save the money, is CWO 
William R. Roundy, a rotary wing 


aviator of Support Command’s 
57th Ord. Gp. 
Roundy, a former Navy pilot 


and veteran of 3600 hours fiying 
time, designed an instrument-train- 
ing device which will save taxpay- 
ers thousands of dollars a year. 
His contribution was featured 


in the September issue of\ the 
Army Aviation Digest. He devel- 
oped an instrument flying hood 


for use in the H-34 helicopter, but 
with slight modifications adapta- 
ble to any type of aircraft. 

The simple device expedites 
helicopter ~training and helps 


speed the day when all-weather 
capability will be a reality, inas- 
much as a large percentage of 
the time is spent by the pilot “un- 
der the hood.” Roundy’s modifi- 
cation of the standard plane hel- 
met prevents the helicopter pilot 
from seeing anything but his con- 
trol panel, denying him any vis- 
ual reference to outside condi- 
tions. Its ease, simplicity and 
economy features enables these 
Pilots to “do-it-themselves” to suit 
their neds without changing the 
helmet’s basic design. 

An important safety feature of 
the helmet is its lightness. It is 
made of light fiber material, and 
has been worn for two hours at 
a time by individuals without dis- 
comfort. The hood can be carried 
in a brief case or Jeppson Case 
by folding it flat and it can be 
opened in less than a minute. It 
is constructed from two file guide 
dividers, paper fasteners, and two 
hose clamps . . . total cost, less

7th Army Combats Need 
On All Fronts in 1960 


STUTTGART, Germany—Seventh Army, generally more noted for its combat pos- 
ture, is also gaining a reputation for its generosity. 
Four annual Seventh Army fund drives include campaigns for the American Red 


Cross, National Health Agencies, 
Army Emergency Relief, and the 
Federal Services Overseas Fund. 
Sometimes there are special cam- 
paigns. In mid-1960, for example, 
soldiers contributed $12,000 to an 
emergency fund for victims of 
Chilean earthquakes. 

Voluntary cash outlays amount 
to hundreds of thousands of Sev- 
enth Army dollars. In 1960, more 
than $500,000 was collected for 
various campaigns. 

In the most recent Red Cross 
campaign, conducted this year, 
Seventh Army soldiers surpassed 
the drive goal by more than 50 
percent. They contributed $192,248 
to the collection. It was the great- 
est outpouring of cash for charity 








in Seventh Army history, and the 
campaign marked the fifth straight 
fund drive in which Seventh Army 
topped its previous record. 

All four 1960 campaigns saw 
Seventh Army troops give beyond 
the established goals.

“And another thing,” he said, “is 
that travel... ‘your dream of 
travel come true’... they called it 
in a recruiter’s booklet my daugh- 
ter-in-law once showed me. That 
recruiter booklet said that only in 
the service could you travel around 
worldwide with your husband on 
assignments . . . and live in excit- 
ing countries in beautifully planned 
housing areas . . and shop in 
places like Paris and Hong Kong 


. and afford a maid ... and do 
all the things that rich families 
ean do. What’s happened to all 


that? It sure was a big selling point 
in favor of the Army.” 

The old man looked sad as we 
turned into the gate at Fort Mc- 
Nair. “My wife and I worked hard 
to put our son through school and 
get him ready to be an officer in 
the United States Army, and we’re 
proud of him. And now if Mr. Ken- 
nedy doesn’t dd something about 
this dependents thing, he’s going 
to get out just as soon as his time 
is up. He says he’s not going to 
have his wife worrying about rais- 
ing the kids by herself half of the 
time, not when it’s not war time. 

“He says war time is different. 

When families are parted in war 
time they get back together again 
when it’s over, unless something 
was bound te go wrong with 
thém anyway, but peace time 
comes and a man wants to be 
part of his family, not just a 
member of a unit.” 

As’ I got out of«the taxi he asked 
his last question. “And what about 
education? Lots of Army families 
plan so they can send the kids to 
school abroad when the time comes 
and the man gets an overseas tour. 
It’s lots cheaper than sending them 
to one of our colleges here. Now 
that’s another deficit. families in 
the service have to balance. 

“Well, as I see it recruiters, and 
the others who try to get service- 
men to reenlist, are sure going to 
have a tough time from now on. I 
wouldn’t want their headaches for 
all the fares in Washington!”

It's Time to Bake the Christmas Fruit Cake 


Here is a recipe for light fruit cake that I would like 
to share with the reader who recently requested such a 


recipe. 
White Fruit Cake 

Ingredients: 2 cups sugar, 3 tea- 
spoons baking powder, 2 cups fresh 
grated cocoanut, 1 cup pecans, 2 
slices candied pineapple, 8 
whites, 1 cup milk, 1 cup butter, 
1 cup white raisins, 44% cups sifted 
flour, 1 cup citron, % pound mara- 
schino cherries and a pinch of salt. 

Method: Cream tter well, 
slowly add sugar and cream until 
light and fluffy. Coarsely chop 
nuts and fruit, mix together with 
small amount of the flour. Sift 
flour, salt and baking powder to- 
gether. Add milk and flour alter- 
nately to butter and sugar, and 
beat. well. Then add beaten ggg 
whites. Lastly fold in nuts and 
fruits. 

Bake for approximately two 
hours in a 250 degree oven in a 
greased, wax paper linéd pan. In- 
stead of citron, a cup of pineapple, 
raisins and nuts may be substi- 
tuted.

Delicious Fruit Cake 


Ingredients: 1 pound butter, 1 
pound sugar, 1 pound flour, 1 dozen 
eggs, 1 fresh cocoanut, 142 pounds 
crystalized cherries, 1% pounds 
crystalized pineapple, % pound 
candied -lemon peel; 1% pounds 
candied citron, 1. pound. white 
raisins, 1. pound pecans and % 
pound almonds. 

Method:. Prepare fruit by cut- 
ting it fine. Chop nuts. Dredge 
fruit mixture with two cups flour, 
reserving rest for batter mixture. 
Cream butter well, adding sugar 
gradually. Cream thoroughly. Add 
one dozen egg yolks and two tea- 
spoons baking powder mixed with 
remaining flour. Add this alter- 
nately to butter mixture with half 
a teaspoon of soda in half a cup 
of red wine. Pour batter over 
fruit and mix well. Add egg whites, 
well beaten, and one~ teaspoon 
vanilla. 

Bake for about three hours at 
200 degrees. : Good luck.

These ref- 
erences were in addition to the 
COs, chaplains and Stateside ref- 
erences, 

The placement of Roman Catho- 
ic children in Protestant homes is 
done. Our own child has a Roman 
Catholic background and came 
from » Roman Catholic Kinderheim 
(orphanage). 

Mrs. McDonald leaves the im- 
pression that until all the paper 
work and:Stateside investigation is 
completed, you will not receive a 
child. -We had: temporary custody 
of our child before the request to 
investigate our background reached 
the States. This, no doubt, varies 
according to the law of supply and 
demand. We were fortunate.

I am sure she will like 
this one that I treasure and have 
used for 12 years. 

Doughnuts 

Ingredients: 1 cup mashed 
potatoes, 2 tablespoons butter, 2 
beaten eggs, 1% cups sugar, 5 cups 
sifted flour, 6 teaspoons baking

powder, % cup milk, % teaspoon 
salt, 1% teaspoons vanilla. 

Method: Add mashed potatoes, 
butter and sugar to beaten eggs. 
Mix well and blend in flavoring and 
milk. Then add the dry ingred- 
ients that have all been sifted to- 
gether. Mix to a thick bread batter. 

Turn out on a floured board and 
roll to %-inch thickness. This 
recipe makes three dozen dough- 
nuts. Fry them in deep. Crisco or 
Spry until brown on one side, then 
turn and brown the. other side, 
They bake very fast. 

Drain. on paper towels and _roll 
in: granulated sugar while warm. 
Doughnuts can be iced with pow- 
dered sugar or just sprinkle pow- 
dered sugar on them. Children 
like the doughnut holes fried and 
rolled in sugar, too.

Wheels 
Halted 
By Flag 


FORT EUSTIS, Va.—The 
Wheels “blew” the game 
against the Camp Lejeune 
(N.C.) Marines when referee 
Charles Roulet excitedly toot- 
ed a fast whistle during the 
brusing play and recalled a 
Fort Eustis touchdown which 
figured heavily in the sol- 
diers’ 15-14 loss last week at 
Murphy Field. 

The highly controversial play 
which incensed the lecal crowd oc- 
curred near the five minute mark 
in the third period shortly after 
Lejeune had moved into a ‘15-14 
lead. Charley Robinson, Eustis 
halfback, took a handoff at the 
Wheels’ 39, moved toward the side- 
lines and tightwalked across. the 
goal as Marines unsuccessfully 
tried to bump him offside. . 

During the run, Robinson was 

closely watched by the linesman 

who signalled the touchdown, 
but a flag was dropped on the 
play. The linesman disclaimed 
any responsibility for the penalty 
call... but the referee did not. 

Wheels’ coach Dan Tassotti tried 

to protest the action but he was 

waved back to the bench and the 
decision stood. 

The next day, however, Larry 
Bonko, Newport News Daily Press 
reporter who covered the game, 
reported that “‘Roulet admitted he 
used a fast whistle to curb rising 
tempers on both clubs. (Ed. Note: 
during the contest), referring to 
his sounding of the whistle on Rob- 
inson as ‘inadvertent.’”

EUSTIS was first to score at 
3:05 of the opening period when 
Robinson headed for the end zone 
on a 12-yard run. As he approached 
the last line .he was hit and the ball 
flew from-his grip, but Wheels’ 
tackle Steve Edwards alertly fell 
on it for the TD. Fullback Bill 
Murray’s 2-point plunge was good. 

The Marines squared the count 
at 8-8 early in the second quarter 
as halfback Jim Greene snared a 
short touchdown pass from quarter- 
back Vince Cenare'to cap a 40-yard 
drive. 

Eustis staged its own offensive 
in the third period. Starting from 
midfield, the Wheels rolled to 
three first downs with smashing 
line play. Quarterback Lonnie 
Holand then crossed the defenses 
with the keeper play on a sneak 
through the middle good for 14 
yards and a score.

WHAT TO DO if you are wound- 
ed while hunting? Prompt atten- 
tion to the wound may very well 
save your life. You may be _ hunt- 
ing with a mate who can assist or 
yoda may very well be all alone and 
have to be your own salvation. It 
pays to have some idea of the rel- 
atively few steps which if followed 
will see the huntsman live to hunt 
another day. First, step the bleed- 
ing; secondly, protect the wound; 
and third, and lastly, treat the 
victim for shock. And of course 
it goes without saying. that the 
casualty wants tu be wheeled in 
to the medics as quickly as pos- 
sible. 

Apply pressure to the wound to 
stop the bleeding, elevate the arm 
or leg, if there is no fracture. Im- 
provise some sort of a bandage 
which must come between the 
wound and the hand used to apply 
the needed pressure. A handker- 
chief, shirt tail, undershirt or 
other garment should be ripped 
up for this. If severe bleeding 
does not slow down after a few 
minutes of pressure to'the wound 
area then a tourniquet will have 
to be applied. 

The tourniquet wants to be posi- 
tioned between the wound and the 
heart and our medics caution that 
the wounded man wants to be got- 
ten to the doctor just as quickly 
as possible after the gadget is in 
place.

GUNSHOT WOUNDS all too 
often involve fractures. The shot- 
gun at close range is capable of 
ripping out inches of bone in leg 
or arm. The sporting rifle bullet 
with its specially designed point 
which is intended to mushroom on 
impact with bone is an equally bad 
offender. To treat a casualty suf- 
fering such a wound is double 
trouble. 

Our medics tell me that a wound 
which is accomplished with bone 
fracture wants to be treated in the 
Same manner as the more simple 
gunshot, i.e. first stop the bleeding, 
and once this has been checked, 
then go about the business of 
splinting the limb. 

The best cure I have ever found 
for gunshot is prevention. A good 
healthy fear of the weapon helps 
greatly. The gun is no friend, it is 
a mortal enemy. It isn’t any play- 
thing either, it is just as potent as 
a coiled rattler and should be 
treated with the same gingerly re- 
gard. All it takes with a firearm 
is just one instant of carelessness, 


with your guard down and you 
have had it.

Trained Riflemen Will Always

FORT BENNING, Ga.—Two basic tools were used to carve out the foundations 


upon which America rests, the rifle and the ax. The rifle came first. 





Today, the “ax” has become one 
of the greatest industrial machines 
the world has ever seen, fostered 
by an America which has long 
since become the mightiest na- 
tion on earth. 

The rifle, however, has experi- 
enced almost no change in the 
centuries which have intervened 
since 1775, when the “shot heard 
‘round the world” was fired. The

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man behind the rifle has _ not 
changed at all. 

What our modern Army psychol- 
ogists now call the “man-rifie” 
unit has endured through nearly 
100. years and campaigns. It has 
remained the key element to 
American victories from Lexing- 
ton to Pork Chop Ridge in Korea. 

Enemy horror of the American 
rifle in combat has been the sub- 
ject dwelled upon by countless 
military historians in writing of 
almost every major battle in which 
U.S. riflemen were engaged. 

“The colonial barbarians!” raged 
the British commander at Bunker 
Hill in 1775. “They are sighting 
along their barrels in complete 
disregard for any rule of organ- 
ized warfare.”

To the frugal colonists, the scar- 
city of powder and shot in Ameri- 
can pouches did not lend to the 
practice of the “mass fire” to 
which they were subjected, a con- 
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cept then almost universally ac- 
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cepted by European armies. Too,

TODAY, almost all previous con- 
cepts of tactics, strategy, and lo- 
gistics have been relegated to mili- 
tary museums and archives by the 
blast at Hiroshima. We’re faced 
with the task of preparing for 
any one of a number of types of 
warfare. So we wisely accept a 
“package deal,” which would cov- 
er possibilities of nuclear, non- 
nuclear, limited, unlimited or a 
combination of any of the four. 

Out of this vast-scale prepara- 
tion, we find, has come a new 
definition of the future’s fighting 
man: 

“The future combat soldier must 
be a highly skilled, finely trained, 
tough, resourceful, extremely re- 
liable and effective fighting unit.” 

We also find that no one ac- 
cepts the blunt reality of this de- 
mand more readily than does the 
professional soldier, for it was 
he who defined his own self-re- 
quirements. 

Therefore, he is puzzled by some 
of the other theories seemingly 
advanced in his behalf and by the 
reasoning behind them. One of 
these is of vital concern to him 
and one with which he takes com- 
plete exception—a trend toward 
the down-grading of intensive 
training in the use of small arms. 


THE PROFESSIONAL soldier 
realizes that he has at his finger- 
tips arms and equipment of which 
he dared not even dream on the 
fields of World War Ii. He is 
being supported by a swift ad- 
vancement of tactical and strate- 
gical concepts and by an unlimit- 
ed technological potential. Where 
once it took his forebears a week 
to march from New York to Phil- 
adelphia, he may now leave his 
barracks in mid-morning to land 
on the other side of the world at 
sun-down. Where they were lim- 
ited to those arms they could 
carry or push, he had arms which, 
if used indiscriminately, could de- 
stroy Mankind.

FOR THOSE who discount the 
value of more than “just enough” 
marksmanship training, the pic- 
ture is recalled of fever-racked 
and ulcerated skeletons who came 
back into reserve from jungle 
MLR’s and of the frozen figures 
who stumbled off winter-swept 
ridge lines and out of snow-buried 
forests only to give first thought 
to care of the weapons which they 
were armed. ig the filmed 
battle account where this man- 
rifle relationship isn’t almost con- 
tinuously evident. 


The infinite care lavished upon 
those weapons wasn’t dictated by 
any supervising NCO, It was dic- 
tated the hard way. Man‘s strong- 
est emotion is that of self-preser- 
vation, When the battle chips go 
down, many things take on a new 
light. 

For every combatant on any bat- 
tlefield there are two enemies— 
his opposite number and himself. 
Through the instinctive drive for 
self-presefvation, his weapon be- 
comes; first and foremost, a weap- 
on of defense. 

No combat veteran will deny 
the psychological boost received 
through knowledge that he was 
better with his rifle than any 
enemy. Neither will he deny that 
the presence of skilled and de- 
pendable riflemen on either flank 


nor can the subjugation of fear 
by confidence be completely de- 
scribed in words. Yet, they must 
be considered before any decision 
affecting the fighting potential of 
the future soldier is even remote- 
ly considered.

THE SEASONED veteran is ada- 
mant in his belief that, whether 
future combat troops are armed 
with rifles or feather dusters, they 
should be given the opportunity 
to learn to use those weapons to 
the utmost of their capabilities. 

Regardless of phrases like “mas- 
sive retaliation” and “megatons,” 
the infantryman has no guarntee 
that. Gettysburg, the Marne, Guad- 
alcanal or those ghastly, lonely 
duels in Korean rice paddies won’t 
be repeated. 

The infantryman has no assur- 
ance that any future tactical plan- 
ning can eliminate the — 
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of fire-fights between patrol-size 
elements nor his traditional hate 
for the sniper! 


He does have assurance, though, 
on one point above all others— 
if and when the time comes, he'll 
be a member of a comparatively 
small combat element operating 
over far-flung battle areas; he’ll 
be called upon for much more in- 
dividual action; he’ll demand more 
of himself and will have to de- 
pend upon his own skill and ini- 
tiative if he is to survive... 
and he’ll be right back where he 
was nearly 300 years ago.

DESPITE the scale or type, the 
infantryman knows that the next 
fight will see him accorded the 
same privilege reserved for him 
in the last 100 or so—that of 








walking, staggering or even crawl- 
ing toward his objective—victory. 

Therefore, it is his contention 
that the value of individual marks- 
manship should be up — rather 
than down-graded. The inherent 
deadliness of the American rifle- 
man should be nurtured to instill 
in him the pride and confidence 
in himself, his .weapon and his 
ability to use it.

Herman Beukema 


HEIDELBERG, Germany—Brig. 
Gen, (Ret.) Herman Beukema, di- 
rector of Maryland University’s 
o-ersea extension program in 
Heidelberg, died 26 November 
after heart attack. He was 69. 

Before taking the university post 
after his retirement in 1954, Gen. 
Beukema was an instructor at West 
Point for 26 years, His department 
at the Academy included econem- 
ics, government and history. In 
1947 it was expanded to include 
geography, Far East history, con- 
temporary foreign governments, 
national security and economic in- 
ternational relations. 

When he was. graduated from 
West Point—with President Eisen- 
hower in 1915—he planned to be- 
come a general staff officer and 
served in the Artillery for 13 years. 
A few months after taking a tem- 
porary teaching post, he changed 
his mind and decided to stay on 
in this field. 

An author of many beoke, in- 
cluding some now being used at 
West Point, he had reeeived honor- 
ary degrees from Washington and 
Jefferson College and Rutgers and 
Norwich Universities. 


During War II, he served in 
Washington as chief of the Army 
Specialized Training Program. 

His son, Maj. Henry S. Beukema, 
died in a jet plane crash near Lang- 
ley AF Base, Va., in 1954.

“police action” 
aroused public interest did we spend a nickel to prevent war. 

In Europe, on the other hand, Prussian compulsory military 
service dated from 1815. At age 20 every able-bodied man became 
a soldier for three years, dismissed. only with the understanding 
that he was subject to recall until his 36th birthday. 

Meanwhile, we adherec to a militia act that actually described 
our arms in terms of musket and bail. 

Forbidden to have any army at all, 
tained- an active force one-fourth larger than our own (that before 
the rise of Hitler). Our Secretary of War appealed vainly for an 
increase in the Army budget, arguing that “in one year we spent 
six times as ‘much for soda and confectionery as we spent for 
military purpéses,.\four times as much for tobaeco.” There existed 
than a 50 percent vacancy at the Military Academy, the. greatest 
in our history, while more than 11,000 were deserting and 2452 
resigning each year from the Regulars.

MARS Net 
Marks Its 
12th Year 


WASHINGTON—The Mili- 
tary Affiliate Radio System 
marked a dozen years of serv- 
ice to the nation last week. 


During those 12 years, MARS, 
joint = Force 
tion licensed amateur radio 
pooh has developed a net- 
work of “ham” stations that now 
girds the earth. With a member- 
ship of about 15,000, more than 70 
percent of whom are civilians, 
MARS is. an in-being, ever-ready 
emergency radio net. 


Its value to the U. S. and the 
world has been proved scores of 
times. MARS members played a 
major role in assisting fire fighters 
during the Christmas week forest 
fires near Los Angeles in 1958. In 
July 1959, MARS men assisted in 
the emergencies. which arose 
when hurricanes Cindy and Debra 
shrieked out of the Caribbean and 
Gulf of Mexico and plowed into 
the Southern states.

MARS HAS OPERATED in 
virtually every disaster situation 
since its beginning 26, Nov. 1958, 
either by supplementing Civil De- 
fense communications activities, 
or operating alone where no Civil 
Defense disaster communications 
facilities are available. 

In other countries too, MARS 
assistance has been given dur- 
ing periods eof emergency—such 
as in earthquake areas of 
Merocco and Chile earlier this 

year, and during tense early 
days of the Congo uprising. 
Along with previding this 

emergency communication net, 
MARS creates interest in military 
communications, and gives train- 
ing along these lines. Membership 
is open to all persons, 16 years 
and older, who hold amateur radio 
licenses, and have a station in 
operation capable of operating on 
at least two MARS frequencies 
with a frequeney accuracy with- 
in one-one hundredth of one per- 
cent. Membership is purely volun- 
tary.

MEMBERS RECEIVE a certifi- 
cate authorizing operation on 
MARS frequencies, operating 
|manuals, and, as available, operat- 
ing crystals. They receive on-the- 
air training in military communi- 
cations procedures and instruction 
in use and modification of military 
communications equipment. 

After six months, members 
become eligible for extension 
sub-courses in. electronics from 
either the Signal Corps School 
or the Air Force Institute. After 
six months of active member- 
ship, excess and obselete elec- 
tronic communicatiens equip- 
ment may be issued to mem- 
bers on an Availability basis for 
experimentation and wmodifica- 
tion. 

Participants in the MARS pre- 
gram may ‘receive credits toward 
promotion and retirement in the 
military reserves, although par- 
ticipation in the MARS program 1s 
neither a substitute for, nor does 
it impose any obligation for, 
militray service.

THE BULK OF the material 
transmitted by MARS during non- 
emergency periods consists of per- 
somal messages from servicemen 
to their families back home. The 
Army MARS station in. the Pen- 
tagon alone, as an example, ex- 
pects to send approximately 
25,000 personal messages from 
soldiers in all parts of the world, 
in December. _ Considering all 
types ‘of méssages: transmitted 
|throughout the world by MARS, 
the organization sends about onf 
million a year. Ten percent of this 
treffie is administrative and an 
jother five percent drill messages. 
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
